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R£SI>ONS£ TO NOTICE OF ALLOWABILITY AND COMMENTS ON 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Applicant has received a Notice of Allowability dated August 2, 2004 on the 
referenced application. However, as discussed with the Examiner, an Issue Fee 
Transmittal fonn did not accompany the Notice of Allowability. 



REMARKS 

As noted in the documents accompanying the Notice of Allowability, in a 
telephone conversation on July 26> 2004 applicant agreed to elect claims from Species I, 
directed towards a logging apparatus and method where tihe transmitter produces a signal 
with a frequency below the cutojff frequency of the collar. Accordingly, claims 1-21,31, 
33-43, 52 and 54 remain in the application and the remaining claims are withdrawn from 
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consideration. Applicant fUrfher agrees to the Examiner's amendments to the claims. 

In the Reasons for Allowance, the Examiner states **The claims recites an acoustic 
logging apparatus and a method for measuring parameters in a subsurface formation using 
an acoustic transmitter wherein the acoustic frequency is below the cutoff frequency of 
the collar. While Hsu 6,63 U327 teaches this principle, it is detemiined not to anticipate 
or make obvious the claims because it does not constitute prior art." 

Applicant concurs that Hsu is not prior art and teaches the principle of a cutoff 
frequency of a collar. However, applicant respectfully submits that Hsu does not teach an 
apparatus that simply has a transmitter operating below the cutoff frequency of the collar 
quadrupolfi mode.
